In all the Difcoveries of the Divine Will 
in the Scripture, relating to the Oecono- 
my of Nations, from the Foundation of 
Things , you find a manifeft difference, be- 
tween the Thing call’d Government, and 
the Thiog we call Governours —— The 
firft is the Form, by which the laft is to 
difpenfe Right to the People-—=- And in 
our Confounding thefe two, appears the 
Founda ion of all our prefent Miftaker. 

GOVERNOURS are the Perfons, whe- 
ther Emperors, Kings, Queens, Princes, 
oc however call’d, to whom, whether BY 

the 
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the Laws of a Country, the Choice of a 
People, the immediate Hand of Provi- 
dence, or by what other Ways and Means 
it may happen, the Reins of Magiitracy 
are Committed. 


In fome Countries, this Power is Dele- 
gated bythe People at certain Times, at the 
Expiration: of which Periods, the Right 
of Delegation returns, as of the Doges of 

. Genoa and Venice, the Kings of Poland, 
&c,. — 

Jn fome Countries, it is fix'd and Entail’d 
upon Families, (ftill by the People) and be- 
comes Hesedigary in thofe Families ; the 
People, neverthelefs having ‘fome referv'd 
Powers, to lisic and fupplyithe Entail. 

In fome Coustries, it is {ela'd by Force or 
Ufurpation, and the People being fubje@- 
ed, Poffeffion becomes a Title to the Po/- 
feffors, and Defcends to their Heirs———~ 
Whole beft Title is, in the Subje&ion of 
the People, who not Raving oppos’d them 
for fo many-Ages, theie Right to do it, feems 
to be bury’d in Immemorial Cuftom. 

Thefe are, generally fpeaking, the Rights, 
by which at prefent, all the Kings and Prin- 
ces of the Barth Reign, and by which, all 
ghat ever went before them Reign’d, the 
Kings of Ifracl excepted, whofe Charter. of 
Pofi: fion was immediately fronr Heaven, 
sad -sbe. Succeffion Visited by. the. fpecial 
Authority of God himfelf.
